ALBERTA LAWS CANCEL 


TAX AND RELIEF ARREARS, 


Cancellation of all arrears of taxes 
and agricultural relief advances up to 
Dec. 31, 1935, as owing by bona fide 
farmers residing in any special or 
drought district in Alberta on March 

1, last, has been provided for by an 
order-in-council passed by the provin- 
cial government, it was announced on 
Monday, 

Amount involved in the cancellation 
was not disclosed, At the last session 
of the legislature, an act was passed 
providing for cancellation of debts for 
agricultural advances to farmers up 
to 1917. This act was believed to have 
wiped out $4,500,000 of these old debts 
bulk of which were regarded as un- 
collectable,

THE WORLD OF WHEAT 
REVIEWED WEEKLY BY 
MAJOR H.G.L. STRANGE 


The manner by which temporary 
help is to be given for this year to 
Western farmers has now been set- 
tled by the Dominion Government, Th 
assistance is appreciated, and it will 
do much to tide the West over for 
another year. 


But no bonus or assistance given by 
the Dominion Government will ever 
sell abroad one extra bushel of wheat 
So now the real and important prob 
lem has to be faced; ie. how to sell 
our total average annual wheat  pro- 
duced for export, which will mean the 
sale of about 100 million bushels each 
year more than the world is now pur- 
chasing. 


There are millions of people in the 
world today who are sadly in need of 
these extra 100 million bushels of Ca- 
nadian wheat, and who are willing in 


turn to pay for this additional food 
with their manufactured goods, But 
the Canadian and other high tariffs, 
and other restrictions set up, which 
now strangle international trade, pre- 
vent these healthy exchanges from 
taking place. Only the removal of 


these harmful obstructions to interna 
tional trade will, IT believe, solve this 
important problem. This matter, I 
courteously suggest. should now be 
studied earnestly by all Western farm- 
ers, and by all those who are the 
farmers’ true friends, 


Following factors have tended to 
raise price: Broomhall revises import- 
ers wheat requirements upward to 580 
million, Estimates suggest decline in 
1939 world wheat acreage. Excessive 
rainfall lowers very bright Italian crop 
prospects. Some inflation feared in Gt 
Britain and U.S.A. Drought affects 
pear and apple crops in New Zealand. 

Following factors have tended to 
lower price: Very generous rains have 
occurred in Western Canada, Interna- 
tional Institute at Rome estimates 
the world wheat carryover on July 1st 
will be much larger han a year ago. 
German winter rye prospects continue 
above average, Some rains have oc- 
curred in the United States wheat 
belt. Decrease in Oriental wheat pur- 
chases.

A Link With The Lost 
Colony Where First English) 
Child Was Born In 


o— 


The Lost Colony of Roanoke, the 
first English settlement in the New 
World, came back briefly into the; 
world’s news the other day when the 
hulk of a supposed ship of Sir Walter 
Raleigh's day was dug out of Roan- 
oke’s sand dunes. The ship, partly! 
exposed by a storm, was exhumed | 
on the chance it might shed some! 
light on the colonists and little Vir- 
ginia Dare, first child of English 
parentage born in America. 

Roanoke Colony was founded by 
Raleigh in 1585. Quarrels among its| 
leaders and troubles with the In-| 
dians, however, led to its abandon- 
ment a year later, when the colonists | 
got Sir Francis Drake to take all| 
hands back to England. In 1587 a! 
still larger expedition of three ships | 
was sent out under John White as 
governor, who, as the settlers’ sup-| 
plies began to run short, sailed back) 
home for provisions and other neces- 
saries, leaving on the island 89 men, 
Seventeen women and two children.| 
Among them were his daughter,; 
Elinor Dare, and her nine-day-old | 
child, Virginia, 

Owing to the exigencies of the 
Spanish War, White was unabie to! 
return until 1591, Arriving in Aug-| 
ust during a heavy gale, his landing | 
party first sounded a trumpet call 
and sang ‘“‘many old English tunes”, 
but got no answer. Going ashore at 
daybreak, they found curiously cut 
on a tree near shore the letters! 
“C RO” and at the fort the single} 
word “Croatoan” carved on a post, 
but found nowhere any sign of the 
recent presence of a white person. 
The colonists’ houses had been de- 
molished and many of their tools, 
chests and other belongings were 
scattered about in the greatest con- 
fusion, assumed to be the work of 
Indians. Even the governor's own 
suit of armor was “almost eaten 
through with rust.” 

The carved letters were taken to 
mean the colonists had gone to Croa- 
toan, some miles distant. In his 
narrative White says he had arrang- 
ed for such messages in case of the} 
colony’s removal. Moreover, he had} 
ordered the settlers to carve a cross 
the 


over letters if they were in 
trouble. The expedition sailed the! 
next morning for Croatoan, but 


stormy weather and loss of a “caske of 
fresh water” decided the captain to 
run for the West Indies and return} 
in the Spring. Later, however, still| 
heavier seas forced a change of 
course and the vessel sailed for Eng-! 
land. Other rescue expeditions were 


sent out in later years, the last in 
1603 without result. 

Captain John Smith in 1608 sent 
a woodsman into the Chowan re- 
gion to seek the colonists, but in 
vain. Four years later Captain 
Samuel Argall of Virginia made a 


search among the Mangoag Indians. | 
Some authorities believe the sur- 
vivors of the Roanoke colony inter- 
married with the Indians of the! 
Croatoan or Hatteras tribe. 
Two years ago a quartz 
carved with a message purporting to 
be from Elinor, Virginia Dare’s 
mother, and allegedly relating the | 
fate of the Lost Colony, was picked | 
up on the Carolina coast, and it 
now on exhibition in New York 
has been under investigation at! 
Emory University, Georgia. The | 
message has not yet been accepted | 
as authentic. It says that the col- 
onists migrated to the lower reaches 
of the Chowan River, that during! 
two years of sickness and war their! 
number decreased to 24, and that of 
this number all but seven, including | 
Virginia Dare and her father, Ana-| 
nias, were massacred by Indians in}

Plight Of Farmers 


Says Poor Crops And Poor Prices 
Causing Distress 


Victoria.—_Poor crops, poor prices 
and high cost of necessary purchases | 
is driving western Canada farmers 
into “insolvency and distress,” Presi- 
ent F. W. Townley-Smith of Lash- 
burn, Sask., told the Canadian Seed) 
Growers’ Association annual meeting 
here. 

Townley-Smith told delegates from 
all over Canada that serious con-| 
sideration should be given to the) 
plight of farmers—-especially in the) 
prairie provinces——by all Canadians. 

“General agricultural conditions in| 
western Canada--and that means 
principally the grain growing indus- 
try—-do not, in my opinion, show any, 
improvement over a year ago,” he | 
said in his annual report. | 

“The main reasons for this are} 
crops, poor prices and high 
prices for purchases. 

“Any one of these would have a) 
serious effect upon the prosperity of 
the farmer; any two would keep him) 
discontented and poor; but the com- 
bination of the three is slowly but) 
surely--and perhaps not so siowly as 
is generally thought—driving him 
into insolvency and distress. 

“As our association is so vitally 
tied up with the success or failure of 
the western grain grower, the seri- 
ous consideration of the situation is 
immediately apparent. The grain 
grower in poor circumstances very 
quickly cuts down on his purchases 
of high quality seeds and if we are’ 
not to be involved in the loss of mar- 
kets for our products it behooves us 
to consider their plight.” 


Sentences Reduced | 


Royal Prerogative Of Mercy Is Ex- 
tended To Prisoners 
Ottawa.—-On the eve of the King’s 
departure from Canada, the Royal 
prerogative of mercy was extended 
to every prisoner in Canada serving 


a sentence of three months or more 
for an offence against the criminal 
code. Under a Governor-General’s 


order, made public by Hon. Ernest 
Lapointe, Mini8ter of Justice, every 
such sentence will be reduced by one 
month, 

Additional consideration may be 
expected in individual cases of pris- 
oners serving long term or peniten- 
tiary offences, it was announced. 
Such cases, however, will be dealt, 
with as they come under review in 
the remission service and may be re- 
duced by more than one month if the 
prisoner's conduct is good and clem- 
ency is indicated. 

The order was signed by Sir Ly- 
man P. Duff, Chief Justice of Canada 
and Acting Governor-General.

A producer intent upon clean- 
ing up his milk supply can best com- 
mence by ensuring that his pails are 
clean and = scalded and that the 
chance of dirt falling from the cow 
into the pail is reduced to 9 mini- 
mum 

While other sources of bacteria 
serve to add to the germ-content of 
the milk, yet in comparison with the 
chief sources, namely badly or care* 
legsly cleaned pails and dirt from the 
cow, they are of minor importance 
and have undoubtedly been given too 
much emphasis in the past. 

It should not be assumed that the 
advice is to neglect these so-called 
minor sources. The point is simply
